State ent a Recover 
$28,000 “Stolen” 
In January 


SACRAMENTO (lpP)—Secret investi- 
gators of the state controller’s office 
went into the field today in an intens- 
ive drive against relief racketeers 
“stealing from the poor.” 

The department’s auditors will ex- 
tend investigations which during Jan- 
uary alone, resulted in recovery of 
$28,000 illegally obtained through re- 
lief channels by persons not entitled 
to aid. Restitutions last week totaled 
$1,000. 

“We are going to be tough about 
this,” Controller Harry B. Riley said. 
“Those who are legitimately entitled to 
relief need not worry, but we shall 
show no mercy for those who have 
stolen from the poor. It’s the lowest 
form of thievery.” 

The act under which relief funds 
are administered prescribes a _ jail 
sentence as well as monetary restitu- 
tion for violators. 


“This investigation pays a two-fold 
dividend,” Riley explained. ‘‘Amounts 
recovered more than pay the expense 
of special operatives. Even though we 
only broke even, punishment of offend- 
ers would tend to halt thefts.” 


He said the money recovered since 
the first of the year would have been 
sufficient to help 650 needy persons. 


GIRL’S MURDER 
JAILS DENTIST 


RICHMOND, Va. (WP)—Dr. R. ; 
Miller, married, middle-aged dentist, 
confessed to Sheriff J. Mason Smith 
today that he killed Cleo Sprouse, au- 
burn-haired high schoo] honor stu- 
dent, and placed her body in the his- 
toric cemetery of the University of 
Virginia at Charlottesville. 


Smith announced that Dr. Miller 
confessed that the girl died from an 
overdose of chloroform during an at- 
tempted abortion. The dentist, Smith 
said, denied that he was responsible 
for her condition but agreed to per- 
form the operation as a favor and with 
her consent. 

Dr. Miller, who had been the 
Sprouse family’s dentist for more than 
20 years, told the Sheriff of the slaying 
while enroute here by automobile from 
Charlottesville, where he had been ar- 
rested and formally charged.

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The School Problem 


The trustees of the Placerville grammar school have sched- 
uled a special election to be held March 26, upon the question of 
issuing bonds in the amount of $40,000 to provide for the enlarge- 
ment of the school. 

Present over-crowding of grammar school classes lends sup- 
port to recent estimates by the Rostmaster and by other sources 
tending to show that Placerville’s population has more than 
doubled since the 1930 census and is now approximately 5,000. 

Officers of the school report an enrollment of 427 for the 
current year and these pupils are crowded into the faeilities 
erected in 1922 for a capacity enrollment of about 300. 

In addition to three new class rooms and a manual training 
department, the school board has included in its plans a school 
auditorium, the entire unit being housed in a single building and 
erected upon a site connecting with the present school plant.
